ii'h therr Loophole Remains In Laws On 
nd viih Local Governmental Audits 

A large loophole left by the existing laws re- 
ciuiring governmental audits should be closed by 
the Illinois General Assembly in its next session. 

Kvery Illinois slate agency is audited by out¬ 
side professional accountants, but not all of the 
()452 local governments are audited in this way, 
deSpite rapid progre.sa in recent years. 

A municipal audit law was enacted in 1951, 
with compliance by ritie.s and villages now 100'', 
and a 1962 law requires school districts to be 
audited, with copies forwarded to the stale. In 
I96J. the legislature extended this to counties ex¬ 
ceeding 10,900 population, and this year further 
extended it to include townships. 

•Since park, fire protection and conservancy 
di'lriils remain unaffected—along with a multitude 
• it other agencies dealing with forest preserves, 
mosquito abatement, cemetery maintenance, etc.

Patents Help Provide The Incentive 
That Sparks Creative Genius 

It was Lincoln who said, "Ihe patent system 
added the iuel of interest to the fire of genius." 
He referred to a system almost as old as the nation 
ilself: George Washington signed the first patent 
law in -I 790.

Patent sights run for f? years; trademarks run 
for 20 and are renewable. But, on occasion, efforts 
are made to drastically reduce these periods. 

F.ven under present regulations, research en¬ 
tails heavy cost in manpower and resources because 
much of it 'produces nothing of value. Because re¬ 
search is so closely linked to human progress, it 
would seem important to maintain adequate patent 
protection-—rtha "fuel of interest" that feeds "the 
fire of geiilu^,"

Countless older Americans could regain useful lives 
through cataract surgery or low vision aids.
